3. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s).

4. Claim 3 is rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-3 of U.S. Patent No. 7,494,997. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 
each other because when in the above patent, Hetl and Het2 are pyrimidines and R1 
is piperazine or pyrrolidine and R2 and R3 are halo or alkyi or hydrogen, then instant 
claimed compounds are no more than mere positional isomers of the above patent and 
one of ordinary skill in the art would have obtained instant claimed compounds using the 
above patent, absent evidence to the contrary. 

5. Zimmermann et al(US 5,521 ,1 84) is further cited to show the state of the art. 
Please see examples 19 and 21, which are structurally similar to claimed compounds.
